Fatally “Shot. 


Westville, III., a Scene of Viotence—A Spe- 
cial Train Conveying Militia Attacked 
by Miners - Three Prison- 
ers Taken.

DANVILLE (ill.,) July 9.—Miss Michael 
Glennan and Miss Clara James were killed 
and an unknown man was mortally 
wounded at Westville this afternoon by a 
volley fired over the heads of a crowd 
of rioting miners by a company of militia. 

The miners had been rioting in this 
vicinity since yesterday afternoon. Dur- 
ing last night a number of freight cars 
were destroyed in the Eastern Illinois 
yards by incendiary fires. This forenoon 
a number of cars were derailed at Grape 
Creek, on the Shelbyville branch. When 
‘the wreckage had been cleared, the in- 
bound passenger train proceeded without 
molestation until Westville was reached. 
When it stopped there it was surrounded 
by a crowd of miners and held. Word 
was telegraphed to Danville, and a special 
train with a company of the State troops 
started at once for the scene of the 
trouble. 

About_one mile from Westville a large 
“crowd of miners had collected, and upon 
the h of the train bearing the 
militia began warlike demohstrations. Pis- 
tols were fired at the troops, who returned 
the fire, shooting over the heads of the 
mob from the train, intending to scare 
them. Miss Clara James, the seventeen- 
year-old daughter of Jonas James, was 
standing in the doorway of her home. A 
bullet struck her just below the right 
breast, and she died almost instantly. 
Mrs. Michael Glennan, a widow, who was 
standing in her own yard, was also struck, 
‘and died in five minutes. An unknown 
man received a mortal wound and will 
‘die bofore morning. 

The militia then left the train and 
charged the crowd, securing three. prison- 
‘ers. After this the crowd dis er and

Improved. 
No Serions Conflict Wien Strikers 
Trades Unions’ Meeting—The stad 


Council Opposed ta Fed- 
oral Assistance.

The day in Chicago has passed without 
a serious conflict between the strikers and 
the armed forces now on d here. - The 
feature of the day has been the action; | 
early this morning, after an all-night ses- 
sion, of the Federated Trades Union of 
Chicago in deciding to call out all classes 
of labor on Tuesday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
unless George M. Pullman should have 
agreed before the meridian of that day to 
settle the differences between his com- 
pany and his striking employees y 2 
tration or otherwise. 

For reasons not known to the public 
Grand Master Workman Sovereign of the 
Knights of Labor and his advisers decided 
to postpone the general walkout and para- 
lytic stroke which they propose to inflict 
upon the business of Chicago until 7 
o'clock Wednesday morning. The an- 
nouncement was made that President Sam- 
uel Gompers of the Federation of Labor 
has called a meeting of the executive board 
of that association to be held in this city 
on Thursday, and that he would leave New 
York for Chicago tomorrow evening. In 
‘view of this, it is believed the Federated 
Trades in Chicago will nct precipitate ac- 
tion before consulting him.

As at present Gompers cannot reach Chi- 
cago before Wednesday night it will be 


impossible to decide on a line of action to 


be pursued before Thursday and probebly 
if it should finally be resolved to declare 
‘a general strike of all these combined 
forces, it could not be put into effect be- 
fore Friday morning. In this oonnection 
the interesting question arises whether or 
not if President Gompers allows himself 
to be hauled from New York to Chicago 
by non-union firemen, his visit will be of 
any particular profit. A labor leader in 
Chicago said today that after he did so 
he might as well have staid in New York. 
Another feature to be noted in connection 
with the meeting of the Chicago Federated 
Labor is the fact which was devolved 
there that there was in the meeting a 
large and influential and conservative ele- 
ment, whose action has practically blocked 
the plans of the more hot-headed leaders 
until the latter, in the excitement conse- 
quent upon the reading of President Cleve- 
land’s proclamation, were enabled to stam- 
pede them and carry the strike resolution. 
Therefore there is reason to believe that 
“if even the order for a general strike goes 
forth many of those to whom it is directed 
will decline to obey it. So that with the 
men already made idle by the effect of the 
tie-up, the walk-out will not be nearly so 
important as anticipated by the leaders. 

What effect, if any, the action of Vice- 
President Wyckes of the Pullman Company 
in refusing in the most positive manner 
to even meet a committee to consider the 
question of arbitration, will have upon the 
final decision of the labor leaders and their 
followers, remains to be seen. 

Tonight’s action of the City Council in 
respect to President Cleveland’s order 
bringing Federal troops to Chicago was 
forestalled by a large number of endorse- 
ments by prominent men of the city. The 
list of signatures included those of al- 
most every conspicuous merchant, manu- 
facturer and banker in Chicago. 

Touching the situation in general, it may 
be said in Chicago the roads were all doing 
better than on any prevfous day since the 
strike began. Passenger-trains were mov- 
ing at more or less regularity and some 
freight traffic has been cared for. A large 
number of striking freight-handlers. of the 


Illinois Central road returned to work and 


other roads noted accessions to their opera- 
tive forces. 
At St. Louis, Kansas City and Denver it 


was reported that railroad business had 


about returned to normal conditions. Nash- 
ville also reported an improvement. About 
the only points at ‘which the strike man- 
agers showed any gain were in the partial 
walkout of firemen at Fort Scott, Kan., 
the freight men on the Kanawha and 
Charlestown, W: Va., and the strike of 
the A.R.U. on the Big Four at Mattoon.

zens of different States, and other acts of 
rebellion and lawlessness have been of 
such a serious nature that the duties of 
the military authorities are more clearly 
defined. . 


“The proclamation of the President, the 


commander-in-chief of the land and naval | 


forces, and the State militia, when called 
on to serve, is understood by the military 
to be in the interest of humanity and to 
avoid the useless waste of life, if possible. 
it is an executive order for all law-abiding 
citizens to separate themselves from the 
law oreakers and those in actual hos- 
tility to the action of the United States 
Courts and the laws of the national gov- 
ernment. 

“He has defined the attitude of these 
law-breakers to be enemies of the govern- 
ment, and hence it is the duty of the 
military forces to aid the United States 
Marshals to disperse, capture or destroy 
all bodies of men obstructing the mail 
routes, and in actual hostility to the 
injunction of the..United States Court and 
the laws of the United States.

An Increase of Internal Re venue 
The Gold Reserve.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The net cash 
balance in ‘tthe treasury at the close of 
business today was $121,503,222, of which 
$64,241,406 was gold reserve. This is a 
increase in the cash balance since June

police authorities. 

The colored men became frantic and, in 
a few seconds, resolved themselves into a 
mob and\commenced shooting. The officers

They were followed by three or 
four hundred citizens, who gave them close 
pursuit in the face of volley after volley 
of shots from revolvers in the hands of 
the negroes.

The Postoffice department is said to de 
gratified at an apparent inmprovement in 
the conditon of the mail service. While 
the situation in the West has cleared up 
somewhat, there is evidently an unsettled 
feeling in the Rast. From a railroad strike 
pure and simple it is developing into an 
outbreak of all dissatisfied labor generally. 
The day yesterday was not without its 
record of bloodshed. A train conveying 
militia was attacked by a mob at West- 
vine, II., and in the fight which followed 
two women were accidentally killed and a 
man fatally wounded. Ladd, III., is in a 
state of terror, due to a marauding band, 
and armed Anarchists are said to be 
marching on Spring Valley, III. In the far 
East negro cokeseworkers attacked a plant 
at Scottdale, Pa., and one of their number 
was slain. Strikers at Sacramento are 
said to be arming against the regular 
troops reported to be on the way there. 


THE FACTS INTHE ASS. 


Bvery unprejudiced citizen who desires 
to learn the tryth in regard to the cause— 
or lack of cause—for this strike, shoul 
read the statement from the Pullman Com- 
pany, given just before the strikp cem- 
menced, and which was reprinted in Sun- 
day’s Times from the Chicago Herald. 
The strikers'and their friends have been 
spreading all sorts of reports in regard 
to the outrageous manner in which the 
employees of the Pullman Company had 
been treated. These reports have been 
getting wilder and wilder ‘from day to 
day, until by this time” there is no doubt 
that a good many people are under the 
impression that Mr. Pullman is a sort of 
human monster, after the fashion of Le- 
gree, in Uncle Tom's Cabin,” who works 
his men under the lash for a pittance 
that is scarcely sufficient to n dody 
and soul together. 

The truth of the matter is, that Mr. 
Pullman has gone out of his way and 
devoted much of his time to creating a 


they can enjoy privileges, which in other 
places are only within the reach of people 
who possess considerable means. The 
houses which he has built for his men 
are models in their way, especially in 

to the sanitary appliances. The 
men have claimed that they are charged 
too much for house rent. In his statement 
Mr. Pullman shows that the return to the 
company on the capital.invested in the 
Puliman tenements was only a little over 
3% per cent., and ‘that the charge made 
for water is, in the aggregate, $500 a 


company has put up to the city. 
The average rent per room at Pullman 


of the 1200 tenements is $10, while there 
are 600 of which the average rent is only 
$8. When is considered that these 
tenements are far superior to those which 
are decupied by the average workingman, 
and that the rent includes the cost of 
keeping the surroundings clean, it cer- 
tainly cannot be claimed that this is an 
exorbitant charge. Besides this, it 18 
shown that the men are at liberty to live 
do 

Mr. Pullman turther shows that the 
prevafling depression throughout the coun- 
try has necegsitated the discharge of a 
large number of men and that in order to 
prevent the necessity of discharging any 
more, he has recently been taking con- 
tracts for cars at a net loss of from $12 to 
$300 per car. He claims that to operate 
the wollts under the scale of wages which 
is demanded by the employees would cause 
the company a daily loss of one-fourth of 
the wages paid. 

It will, of course, be claimed by the 
strikers and their sympathizers that these 
statements are lies, but it should cer- 
tainly be an easy matter to either prove 
or disprove them. From the side of the 
strikers, we get nothing but vague and 
wild generalities in regard to Mr. Pull. 
man’s erimes.“ We are told that the a er · 
age wages at the Pullman works are about 
91 centg a day, but the strikers fail to 
state that there are employed in these 
works a large number of boys and girls, 
whose wages would, of course, largely 
reduce the average. Whatever the truth 
in the case is—and Pullman’s statements 
have never been refuted—this strike has 
grown altogether beyond any question be- 
tween Mr. Pullman and his employees. 
However, as a matter of interest, when 
the history of the strike comes 40 be writ- 


ten, it is well that the facts in the case 


should be known. 
ECHOES OF OF THE STRIKE.

It is said that 
the cause of the fight was the refusal of 
Scales to submit to the usual discipline, 
carrying his insubordination so far as to 
disobey orders in ranks. 

The recent hazing episode of Cadet Val- 
entine, who was caught in the act of haz- 
ing a plebe by a tactical officer, in all 
probability had something to do with the 
affair. Both Valentine and Smithers are 
corporals, with the rank . sergeant while 
in amp. 

At exactly 4 40 o' clock both principals 
stepped forward and shook hands. The 
‘fight was to be to a finish, Marquis of 
Queensberry rules. 

First round—Smithers began by landing 
a right-hander on the jaw, which sent 
Scales sprawling to earth. The Texan was 
up again in an instant, hqwever, and aimed 
a vicious blow at his a tagonist’s nose, 
which was neatly dodged.

S. W. Sullivan Lost Money in the City Bank 
and Went Ineane. 

S. W. Sullivan, who, a few months ago, 
was a hardy, energetic workman, is now 
a mental wreck. He appeared before a 
lunacy commission yesterday in Depart- 
ment Four, and, after being examined by 
the physicians, was pronounced insane, 
and ordered committed to the Highlands 
asylum. 

To the failure of the City Bank it is 
supposed that the direct cause of Sulli- 
van's misfortune is traceable, He had de- 
posited in the bank about $700 when, the 
crash came, and he lost it all. To have 
the little savings of years swept out of 
his grasp, without warning, was a hard 
blow to bear, and Sullivan became mo- 
rose and dissatisfied with his dot. He was 
a married man, and was very devoted to 
his wife, who did all that she could to 
help him lay up money against the pro- 
verbial rainy day. But misfortune placed 
him among the many victims of the City 
Bank failure, and he suffered 
ingly. 

Sullivan, for several years past, had been 
in the employ of Howell & Craig, the 
grocers, and when the store was. reopened, 
not long since, he was given another po- 
sition. The loss of his money in the City 
Bank failure continued prey upon his 
mind, however, and he finally confided to 
Mr. Craig that he was afraid that his 
reason was weakening. His employer had 
noticed something peculiar about him, and, 
in a considerate way, had more than once 
cautioned Sullivan to be careful, until 
finally he was obliged to dispense with 
the latter’s services. 7 

Then strange stories of Sullivan’s con- 
duct were told. The man seemed to be 
altogether changed, and, instead of man- 
ifesting a modest and becoming demeanor, 
as he had in time past, he insulted women 
and committed other breaches of impro- 
priety. One day last week he went to a 
livery stable, and hired a buggy, telling 
the liveryman that he wanted to drive to 
Santa Monica. He never brought the rig 
back, but returned by train on Sunday, 
when he was arrested and locked up, nd we 
ing an examination. rape.

A Boy Crushed to Death by an 
Elevator.

A fatal accident occurred at Kahn’s lace 

house yesterday afternoon, in which Leroy 
Cooley, a boy about 14 years of age, was 
crushed to death beneath an elevator, his 
body being mutilated in a most horrible 
manner. 
The boy had been missing all afternoon 
and the clerks in the store were at a loss 
to know where he could have gone. Be- 
coming alarmed as the afternoon wore 
away and there was still no signs of young 
Cooley, they went so far as to notify the 
authorities at the police station. 

A short time’ afterward, H. Symonds 
cleared up the mystery by finding the 
boy’s body, crushed and bleeding, lying at 
the bottom of the elevator by which mer- 
chandise is hoisted from the cellar to the 
street above. One leg was broken above 
the knee, the abdomen crushed, and the 
body otherwise mutilated. A black mark 
across the face showed where the iron 
framework had pressed itself into the 
flesh. He had evidently been caught in 
the fatal vise early in the afternoon, and 
must have died almost instantly. When
